France  announces  tariff  re"bate  on  imported  durum  wheat 

By  a  recent  governmental  order,  a  return  of  30  francs  per  quintal 
(38  cents  per  "bushel)  will  be  made  on  the  customs  duties  paid  on  all  for- 
eign durum  wheat  imported  for  consumption  in  France,  according  to  a  report 
from  the  Paris  office  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     The  regu- 
lar duty  is  85.30  francs  per  quintal  ($1.08  per  bushel). 

The  purpose  of  the  rebate  is  to  permit  French  semolina  manufacturer 
to  purchase  foreign  durum  wheat  at  a  net  cost  which  will  not  be  too  far 
out  of  line  with  prices  officially  fixed  for  north  African  durum.  The 
full  amount  of  the  duty  must  be  paid  upon  importation,  but  the  rebate 
will  be  made  as  soon  as  it  is  shown  that  the  wheat  was  shipped  to  a  f  1< 
mill.    French  millers  are  obliged  to  use  at  least  25  percent  north  Afi 
durum  in  making  semolina. 

Good-grade  Algerian  durum,   selling  at  180  francs  per  quintal 
($2.29  per  bushel)  c.i.f.  Marseille,  is  now  scarce.    The  so-called  aver- 
age quality,  running  about  18  percent  starchy  kernels,  is  selling  at 
170  francs  ($2.16  per  bushel).    At  the  same  time,  Canadian  Western  Amber 
No.  2  is  quoted  at  140  francs  c.i.f.   ($1.78  per  bushel),  which,  plus  the 
customs  duty  of  85.30  francs,  brings  the  total  to  225.30  francs  ($2.86 
per  bushel).     Even  after  deducting  the  rebate  of  30  francs,  the  cost  is 
195.30  francs  ($2.48  per  bushel),  or  considerably  above  the  price  of 
durum  from  Algeria. 

Poland  places  embargo  on  rye  exports 

The  embargo  placed  on  exports  of  rye  and  rye  products  from  Poland 
by  the  State  Grain  Office  for  a  period  of  2  weeks  ended  February  4,  1937, 
was  extended  until  February  15,  according  to  the  latest  information  re- 
ceived.    It  was  hoped  that  the  embargo  would  check  the  rapid  increase  in 
domestic  prices  and  avoid  the  necessity  of  raising  the  price  of  bread, 
as  well  as  permit  some  accumulation  of  stocks. 

The  world  rye  crop  of  1936,  exclusive  of  the  Soviet  Union,  was 
considerably  under  that  of  1935,  the  totals  for  the  2  years  having  been 
estimated  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture  at  893,000,000 
and  957,000,000  bushels,  respectively.     The  1936  harvest  in  Foland  was 
placed  at  253,135,000  bushels,  or  2.8  percent  under  that  of  the  preceding 
year.    Exports  from  Poland  for  August-December  1936,  however,  totaled 
6,000,000  bushels  as  against  only  3,400,000  bushels  for  the  corresponding 
months  of  1935.    Prices  for  domestic  rye  averaged  13.15  zlote  per  quintal 
(about  63  cents  per  bushel)  during  1935-36  but  have  advanced  during  recent 
months  from  14.36  zlote  (69  cents),  the  August  1936  average,  to  around 
22.00  zlote  per  quintal  ($1.05  per  bushel)  in  late  January  1937. 
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It  is  reported  further  that  other  grains  may  he  included  in  the 
emhargo  "because  of  the  unfavorable  weather  conditions  that  have  been  ex- 
perienced since  fall  sowings  were  made.    The  official  estimate  of  the  area 
sown  to  winter  rye  for  harvest  in  1937  was  placed  at  14,247,000  acres,  as 
reported  by  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture.     This  indicates 
only  a  slight  decrease  from  the  winter  sowings  of  last  season,  but  unsea- 
sonably cold  and  rainy  weather  delayed  the  early  growth  of  all  winter 
grains,  and  damage  is  feared  from  excessive  moisture.    The  condition  figure 
for  rye,  as  released  by  the  Central  Statistical  Office  on  January  15,  was 
unchanged,  however,  from  that  of  December  15,  and  indicated  an  average 
condition  for  the  crop  as  a  whole. 

Argentine  corn  plantings  reduced 

The  first  official  estimate  of  the  1936-37  area  planted  with  corn 
in  Argentina  is  placed  at  16,309,000  acres,   according  to  a  cable  from 
Agricultural  Attache  p.  0.  Nyhus  at  Buenos  .Aires.     This  indicates  a  re- 
duction of  about  13  percent  from  the  area  seeded  for  1935-36  but  is  7 
percent  above  the  average  for  1930-31  to  1934-35.     Drought  conditions 
restricted  wheat  sowings  in  the  season  of  1935-36,  and  considerable  corn 
was  planted  in  what  normally  constitutes  the  Argentine  wheat  zone.  This 
area  is  not  especially  suitable  for  growing  corn,  and  similar  plantings 
were  not  made  this  year,  which  accounts  for  most  of  the  reduction  in  the 
total  corn  acreage  reported.    The  crop  in  the  most  important  part  of  the 
Argentine  corn  zone  is  in  good  condition,  according  to  Government  reports, 
but  some  damage  from  heat  and  drought  was  noted  along  the  edges.     See  table 
on  page  90  for  further  information, 

TOBACCO 

Cuban  tobacco  crop  reported  slightly  smaller 

The  1936  tobacco  crop  produced  in  Cuba  totaled  42,072,000  pounds, 
according  to  a.  report  from  American  Consul  Harold  S.  Tewell  at  Habana. 
This  was  a  decrease  of  approximately  1  percent  in  comparison  with  the 
42,446,000  pounds  produced  in  1935.    All  of  the  tobacco  grown  in  Cuba  is 
cigar-type  leaf,  although  some  grades  are  used  in  making  domestic  ciga- 
rettes.   Production  increases  for  1936  of  14  percent  and  42  percent 
in  the  Vuelta-Abajo  and  Semi-Vuelta  regions,  respectively,  were  not 
great  enough  to  offset  declines  of  20  percent,  16  percent,  and  4  percent 
in  Partido,  Hemedios,  and  Oriente.     The  Vuelta-Abajo  region  produces  a 
choice  filler  tobacco,  while  the  Semi-Vuelta  is  largely  used  for  blending 
purposes.    Partido  leaf  goes  principally  into  wrappers,  while  Remedios 
is  a  blending  tobacco.     Oriente  produces  a  relatively  low-grade  leaf. 
See  table  on  page  98  for  acreage  and  production  figures  for  each  of  the 
above-mentioned  regions  during  the  years  1935  and  1936. 
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OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 

Italy  imposes  tax  on  olive  oil  exports 

An  Italian  Government  decree  dated  January  23,  1937,  Las  placed  a 
tax  of  150  lire  per  quintal  (about  $3.50  per  100  pounds)  on  all  olive  oil 
exports.     This  action  was  taken  to  insure  that  enough  olive  oil  is  left  in 
Italy  this  season  for  the  country1  s  domestic  requirements. 

Normally,  Italy  produces  sufficient  olive  oil  to  supply  domestic 
needs;  the  imports  usually  consist  of  olive  oil  in  bulk  which  is  further 
refined  and  packaged  in  small  containers  for  export.     This  year's  de- 
creased production  of  olive  oil  in  Italy,  coupled  with  the  unusually  small 
olive  crops  in  countries  that  normally  supply  most  of  Italy's  imports,  has 
prompted  the  imposition  of  an  export-tax  to  discourage  exports  on  a  large 
scale . 

Another  development  which  adds  to  the  scarcity  of  olive  oil  in  this 
season's  international  trade  is  the  prohibition  Ly  the  Spanish  insurgents 
of  exports  of  olive  oil  from  the  important  olive  districts  of  Spain  now 
under  their  control. 

FRUIT,  VEGETABLES,  AND  NUTS 

Pear  and  apple  production  in  Argentina  increasing 

There  were  1,748,500  pear  trees  and  777,500  apple  trees  of  all  ages 
in  Argentina  in  1935,   according  to  a  communication  from  Paul  0.  Nyhus, 
Agricultural  Attache  at  Buenos  Aires.    The  production  of  pears  was  placed 
at  983,000  "boxes  in  1935  and  at  1,343,000  boxes  in  1936.     The  present 
plantings  are  expected  to  yield  a  crop  of  3,625,000  boxes  of  pears  by  1940. 
The  production  of  apples  for  1935  was  put  at  471,000  boxes  against  704,000 
in  1936.    Production  of  apples  is  expected  to  increase  to  1,871,000  boxes 
by  1940. 

Argentina  is  on  an  export  basis  for  pears  at  the  present  time,  but 
only  small  quantities  of  apples  are  exported.     If  production  of  pears  and 
apples  reaches  the  figures  estimated  for  1940,  however,  substantial 
quantities  will  probably  move  into  export  channels.    The  increasing  pro- 
duction of  these  fruits  in  Argentina  will  probably  restrict  exports  of 
apples  and  pears  from  the  United  States  to  that  country  and  result  in 
imports  being  confined  to  the  late  fall  and  winter  months  when  Argentine 
fruit  is  largely  off  the  market.     Increasing  competition  also  will  be 
felt  in  the  export  market  from  about  February  15  to  June  30. 

Frost  damage  serious  to  west  coast  Mexican  vegetables 

Total  exports  of  fresh  Vegetables  from  the  west  coast  of  Mexico 
to  the  United  States  are  expected  to  fall  below  those  of  last  season 
because  of  serious  damage  done  to  plantings  by  the  severe  frosts  during 
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the  month  of  January,  according  to  aicommunication  from  Consul  Thomas  H. 
Robinson,  Nogales,  Sonora,  Mexico.     Estimates  made  by  the  trade  a& 
Nogales  are  that  40  to  75  cars  of  green  peas  probably  will  be  shipped 
during  the  remainder  of  thu  season  from  Sonora  and  -about  25  cars  from 
Sinaloa.    A  few  cars  of  tomatoes  may  be  salvaged  from  frosted  fields  in 
Sonora  but  the  crop  was  almost  wiped  out  and  shipments  will  be  of  little 
importance.     Little  damage  was  done  to  tomatoes  in  southern  Sinaloa  and 
the  trade  expects  about  1,500  cars  to  be  offered  for  export  from  that 
State. 


From  the  estimates  above,  it  can  be  concluded  that  the  total  ex- 
ports of  green  vegetables  from  the  west  coats  of  Mexico  will  fall  con- 
siderably below  the  3,000  cars  exported  in  1935-36.    Adding  the  1,350 
cars  remaining  for  export  to  the  550  shipped  to  January  15,  She  total 
for.  the  season  would  be  around  2,200  cars.     Since  no  information  has 
been  received  from  Baja  California,  where  tomatoes  are  generally  planted 
on  a  large  area,  the  total  shown  may  bo  considerably  increased.     It  ap- 
pears probable,  however,  that  shipments  of  green  pe^s,  green  peppers, 
green  beans,  and  eggplant  will  be  seriously  curtailed.

The  total  quota  allotment  of  cured  pork  by  the  Eritish  Board  of 
Trade  to  United  States  shippers  for  the  calendar  year  1936  amounted  to 
46,553,000  pounds.    Actual  United  Kingdom  imports  of  hams  and  bacon  from 
the  United  States  totaled  39,208,000  pounds/ of  which  37,295,000  pounds 
were  of  hams,

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Early  in  the  year  it  became  apparent  that  American  shippers  would 
not  he  able  to  fill  their  quotas.    Although  prices  for  American  short  cut 
green  hams  on  the  British  market  were  maintained  at  the  relatively  high 
levels  of  1955,  reduced  supplies  and  active  domestic  demand  kept  exports 
from  the  United  States  at  a  comparatively  low  level  throughout  1936*  The 
United  Kingdom  cured-pork  quota  rate  was  increased  about  10  percent  at 
the  beginning  of  1937,  at  first  for  a  period  of  6  weeks  and  later  pro- 
visionally to  March  31.     This  increase  brought  the  United  States  share  to 
5,593,000  pounds  for  the  period  January  1  -  February  11  and  to  11,986,000 
pounds  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  a  2.5-percent  increase  over  the 
adjusted  quota  for  the  first  quarter  of  1936. 


UNITED-  STATES  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DURING  DECEMBER 

In  December  1936,  the  volume  index  for  United  States  exports  of 
farm  products  after  being  adjusted  for  seasonal  variation  stood  at  52 
percent  of  the  pre-war  level.     This  was  under  the  index  of  the,  preceding 
month  and  also  less  than  the  December  index  a  year  earlier  which  stood  at 
76.     The  index  for  cotton  dropped  to  58  as  against  65  in  November,  and  86 
in  December  1935.     Unmanufactured  tobacco  with  an  index  of  109  was  the 
only  group  with  an  export  volume  above  the  pre-war  level.     This  compared 
with  75  and  111  in  December  1934  and  1935,  respectively.     For  the  first 
time  in  many  years  the  index  for  exports  of  fruit,  which  stood  at  90, 
dropped  below  the  pre-war  level.     On  the  other  hand,  the  wheat  and  flour 
index  rose  to  19,  the  highest  December  index  since  1933  and  above  that  of 
the  preceding  month.     Cured  pork  with  an  index  of  10  continued  low.  The 
index  for  exports  of  lard,   though  less  than  the  indexes  for  the  3  pre- 
ceding months,  was  above  the  December  index  of  1935. 

Accumulations  -  July-December 

During  the  period  July-December  1936,   farm  products  exported  from 
the  United  States  were  valued  at  $413,001,000,  a  decrease  of  12  percent 
from  the  July-December  value  of  1955,  which  amounted  to  $470,093,000. 
The  monthly  average  volume  imported  during  the  July-December  period  of 
1935  was  66  percent  of  the  1909-10  to  1913-14  average.     In  1936  it  stood 
at  65  percent.     The  United  States  exported  3,197,000  bales  of  raw  cotton 
in  July-December  1936  valued  at  $203,176,000  as  against  3,942,000  bales 
with  a  value  of  $241,369,000  in  the  same  months  of  1935.     This  repre- 
sented a  decline  of  19  percent  in  volume  and  16  percent  in  value.  Ex- 
ports to  Japan  fell  from  1,005,000  bales  in  July-December  1935  to 
830,000  bales  in  1936,  a  decrease  of  17  percent.     The  United  Kingdom 
took  707,000  bales  in  1936  in  comparison  with  866,000  bales  in  the 
comparable  1935  period,  and  exports  to  Germany  dropped  from  477,000  bales 
in  the  last  6  months  of  1935  to  396,000  bales  in  1936.     Exports  to  France 
rose  from  478,000  bales  in  1935  to  505,000  bales  in  the  July-December 
period  of  1936.     Exports  to  Sweden,  the  Netherlands,  and  Canada  were 
slightly  higher,  but  all  other  countries  took  less  cotton  than  in  1935. 
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The  sharp  decline  in  exports  of  fruits  was  partly  accounted  for 
"by  short  crops.     The  obstacle  to  export  movements  presented  by  the 
maritime  strike  on  the  Pacific  coast  was  also  a  contributing  factor. 
Fresh  pears  were  the  exception  to  the  general  downward  trend.    Many  of 
these  were  shipped  across  the  Canadian  border  and  then  sent  to  European 
markets  instead  of  being  shipped  directly  from  United  States  ports. 
Exports  of  fresh  pears  amounted  to  119,636,000  pounds  in  July-December 
1936  as  against  110,130,000  pounds  in  the  same  period  last  season. 

Exports  of  lard  increased,  largely  because  of  heavier  shipments 
to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Cuba.     This  item  rose  from  28,352,000  pounds  in 
1935  to  50,783,000  pounds  in  July- December  of  1936.     Foreign  demand  for 
cured  pork  was  very  weak. 

Recording  a  moderate  gain  over  July- December  1935,  exports  of  wheat 
and  flour  rose  to  10,921,000  bushels  as  against  7,771,000  bushels  for  the 
same  period  last  season. 

Exports  of  nearly  all  types  of  tobacco,  though  holding  up  better 
than  those  of  most  other  groups,  were  under  exports  of  a  year  ago.  Burley, 
Maryland,  and  Ohio  export,  Green  River  and  perique,  the  last  two  of  minor 
importance,  were  the  only  types  recording  gains  over  the  same  6  months  of 
last  season.

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IHTERNATI  OHAL  TRADE  IH  COTTOH 

Combined  exports  from  the  four  leading  cotton-exporting  countries 
from  August  1  to  December  31,  1935,  amounted  to  5,237,000  bales.  This 
represents  a  decline  compared  with  the  same  months  of  1935,  when  the 
total  for  the  four  countries  totaled  5,506,000  bales.     It  is  considerably 
less  than  the  1923-1932  average  of  5,921,000  bales  but  larger  than  exports 
in  1934,  when  they  amounted  to  4,348,000  bales.     In  comparison  with  the 
1923-1932  average,  the  United  States  is  supplying  a  smaller  share  of  this 
total  while  a  noticeable  gain  is  shown  in  exports  from  British  India, 
Egypt,  and  Brazil.    Exports  from  the  United  States,  which  during  August- 
December  of  the  10-year  period  amounted  to  76  percent  of  the  total, 
dropped  to  58  percent  in  1934,  and  amounted  to  66  percent  and  58  percent, 
respectively,  in  1935  and  1936. 

Total  exports  from  the  United  States  in  the  August-December  1936 
period  amounted  to  3,035,000  bales,  which  is  under  the  exports  for  1935 
and  less  than  the  1923-1932  average  but  larger  than  1934  exports  for  the 
5-month  period.    Japan  continues  to  be  the  best  customer  for  United  States 
cotton,  taking  814,000  bales  or  27  percent  of  the  total  so  far  this  sea- 
son.    This  is  less  than  Japanese  takings  in  the  corresponding  August- 
December  periods  of  1934  and  1935  but  greater  than  the  10-year  average. 
The  United  Kingdom  ranks  second  as  an  outlet  for  American  cotton,  taking 
645,000  bales  or  21  percent  of  the  total  in  August-December  1936.  United 
States  cotton  sold  on  British  markets  during  August-December  of  1923-1932 
averaged  1,021,000  bales.     Exports  to  France  so  far  this  season  amounted 
to  492,000  bales,  a  gain  over  the  2  preceding  years.    Exports  to  Canada 
continue  on  the  upward  trend.     Only  435  bales  have  gone  to  Russia  so  far 
this  season  as  against  the  average  of  62,000  bales  for  the  corresponding 
10-year  period.    Unsettled  conditions  in  Spain,   and  China  have  greatly 
reduced  exports  to  those  markets. 

Cotton  exports  from  British  India  from  August  through  December 
amounted  to  956,000  bales,  a  peak  figure.    Japan  is  taking  a  larger  share 
of  these  exports,  which  in  August-December  of  1936  amounted  to  611,000 
bales  or  64  percent  of  the  total.     In  1923-1932  an  average  of  only  44  per- 
cent was  marketed  in  Japan.     Exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  also  are 
moderately  larger,  but  France  and  the  Hetherlands  are  taking  less  of  the 
Indian  fiber. 

From  August  through  December. 812 , 000  bales  of  Egyptian  cotton 
entered  the  channels  of  foreign  trade.    This  was  more  than  during  the 
same  period  in  1934  and  greater  than  the  10-year  average  but  less  than  in 
1935.     Approximately  315,000  bales,  or  nearly  40  percent  of  the  total, 
went  to  the  United  Kingdom.     In  the  August-December  period  of  1923-1932, 
purchases  by  Japan  averaged  30,000  bales.    By  1936  these  had  increased 
to  88,000  bales.    Exports  to  Germany,  Switzerland,  Czechoslovakia,  Poland, 
and  India  have  gradually  advanced  and  show  gains  over  the  10-year  average, 
but  the  United  States  is  taking  less  Egyptian  cotton. 
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Exports  from  Brazil ,  which  prior  to  1934  had  seldom  exceeded  56,000 
"bales  for  the  August-December  period,  rose  to  approximately  435,000  bales 
in  1936.    This  compared  with  361,000  bales  in  1934  and  255,000  bales  in 
1935.     The  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  and  Japan  have  all  increased  their  tak- 
ings of  Brazilian  cotton.
